ESCALATING rumours of a mass 
teacher’s revolt at a top grammar 
school have been dismissed by the 
headteacher. 

Pupils and parents at the high-flying 
Rochester Grammar School had heard that 17 
teachers were set to walk over personality 
clashes with the head and senior teachers. 

But head Denise Shepherd has slammed the 
rumours - dismissing them as “completely 
unfounded”. 

The Chinese whispers began last week when 
Yourmedway received a tip-off about an abnor¬ 
mally high number of teachers leaving the 
school at the end of the academic year. 

The aggrieved caller blamed the walkouts on 
staff having problems with the head and 
deputy head, who they said ran the school like 
a military operation. 

But in actual fact only nine permanent 
members of staff are leaving - four of them are 
retiring, two are moving to other parts of the 
UK, another is leaving the country altogether 
and two are going for promotions. 

Five temporary members of staff are also on 
their way - though two were on maternity 
cover and one is only leaving because the job 
she is covering is now being advertised. 

Ms Shepherd said she could not understand 
where the rumours had come from. 

She said: “This is not an abnormally high 
number of staff that are leaving. About three 
years ago we had 14 leave at the same time.

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Deadly disease 
hits Medway 
as NHS confirm 
swine flu case

THE first case of swine flu 
has been confirmed in 
Medway. 

The infected patient tested positive 
for the deadly H1N1 virus last week 
and is being treated with antivirals 
at home. 

This case brings the total number 
of Kent residents diagnosed with 
swine flu to eight. 

The World Health Organisation 
(WHO) has also stepped up the state 
of alert for pandemic flu to phase six 
- meaning there is now a global pan¬ 
demic. More than 1,100 people in the 
UK have contracted the virus. 

On Sunday, new mum Jacqueline 
Fleming, 38, from Glasgow, Scotland, 
became the first person in Europe to 
die from the disease. 

Her son Jack, who was born 11 
weeks premature, died the following 
day aged just two weeks. 

He was not infected with the virus. 

Spread 

Dr Alison Barnett, Medway’s 
director of public health, appealed 
for calm, saying: “NHS Medway has 
robust plans in place to deal with 
swine flu. The change in World Health 
Organisation alert phase was taken 
on the basis of the spread of swine flu 
in Australia, the USA and Mexico. 

“Although there are an increasing 
number of cases in the UK, there are 
still fewer than 1,200 in total. 

“There are a few cases in Kent and 
one in Medway. 

“At this time WHO considers the 
overall severity of the influenza pan¬ 
demic to be moderate. 

“The majority of patients are expe¬ 
riencing mild symptoms and are

recovering within a few days. The 
change in alert phase does not mean 
that there will be significant changes 
to the response to swine flu in this 
country at this stage.” 

Anyone who has recently returned 
from one of the countries where the 
disease has been identified, or who 
has been in contact with a case of the 
infection and has flu-like symptoms 
is advised to stay at home and con¬ 
tact their GP by phone or NHS 
Direct on 0845 4647.

Young designer 
wins top prize

THE dreams of a Medway fashion 
student came true when she won 
the top prize at one of the industry’s 
most prestigious events. 

Talented Myrto Stamou, 23, studying at the 
University for the Creative Arts’ Rochester 
campus, came past 300 other designers from 21 
other universities and colleges to scoop the top 
prize at London’s Graduate Fashion Week. 

With it came a £20,000 cash prize and the 
honour of having her winning women’s collec¬ 
tion displayed in River Island’s flagship store in 
Oxford Street, London.

“I was confident in my collection, but I just 
didn’t think I would win. I walked past the 
Oxford Street store yesterday and saw my gar¬ 
ments, it was a great feeling.

quickly so it was a bit of a surprise when I final¬ 
ly realised it was mine.” 

Miss Stamou picked up the womenswear title 
before beating winners from 12 other categories 
to the gold prize. The annual fashion event is 
well known for attracting fashion scouts, 
designers and celebrities and can open many 
doors for budding designers. 

Since winning the show Miss Stamou said 
she had received work placement offers from 
some of the country’s top designers. 

Miss Stamou said: “I have been approached 
by a lot of the companies and designers who 


sponsor GFW including Mulberry which is real¬ 
ly exciting. I just can’t believe it. I won’t be 
going back to Greece just yet.” 

Designers Jeff Banks and Zandra Rhodes, 
and models Claudia Schiffer and Erin 
O’Connor were all at the event and saw the 
Greek designer win the top prize. 

During its 18-year run GFW has launched 
the careers of many British designers such as 
Stella McCartney and Julien Macdonald, and 
previous winners have gone on to work for the 
likes of Calvin Klein and Gucci. 

Miss Stamou was one of 20 students to be 
chosen from Rochester UCA to present at GFW.

Capstone Valley 
threatened again 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to build hous¬ 
es on four Greenfield sites have been put 
out to public consultation. 

The proposals - submitted to Medway 
Council by developers - would see thou¬ 
sands of homes built over Capstone 
Valley, Hoo and to the north and west of 
Rainham.

“Most leave at the end of the 
summer term. That’s a healthy 
movement. There’s no concern and 
for a school with a staff of 70 plus 
that’s not a large turnover. 

“Claims that one of the deputy 
heads is leaving are also complete¬ 
ly untrue. I have two deputy heads 
and neither are leaving. I do not 
understand why someone would 
say these things. Some of the teach¬ 
ers are devastated about being 
thrown into this. It’s very hurtful.” 

The mother of a year ten pupil 
said: “I can see why people might 
not like the head as she’s a go-get¬ 
ter who really pushes students. 

“On the one hand she’s tremen¬ 
dously driven, but it’s exactly these 
kind of characteristics that could 
get some of the teachers’ backs up. 
My child has done very well at the 
school though so perhaps that’s the 
price you pay.” 

One sixth former, who did not 
want to be named, said: “I think the 
general feeling is that a few of the 
teachers don’t like her, but I guess 
you could say that about anywhere. 

“We have heard teachers get 
called into her office and shouted at 
worse than the kids if they do any¬ 
thing wrong.” 

Rochester Grammar received an 
outstanding Ofsted report just 
seven months ago, where teachers 
were told they could barely improve 
on their current standards.

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The human face 
of power plant 
protest in film

ACCLAIMED director Nick 
Broomfield has made a film reveal¬ 
ing the human story behind 
Greenpeace’s Kingsnorth protest 
and landmark court case. 

In 2007, a group of protestors - 
dubbed the Kingnorth Six - became 
heroes of the environmental movement 
when they scaled a tower at the coal- 
fired power station on the Hoo peninsu¬ 
la demonstrating against energy giant 
E.ON’s plans for the site. 

They were arrested and charged with 
criminal damage totalling £30,000. The 
court case and acquittal that followed 
made international headlines and changed 
Government policy. 

Mr Broomfield’s 20-minute documentary, A 
Time Comes, tells the activists’ story, splicing 
police and Greenpeace footage with news clips 
and interviews with the protestors. Ben 
Stewart, from Lyminge near Canterbury, is

head of media at Greenpeace UK. He 
said: “I thought it would be difficult to capture 
the drama and tension we went through. But 
he really has done something pretty amazing 
to convey what it felt like.” 

In the film, as the activists talk about their 
journey up the chimney, it is striking how ordi¬ 
nary they are. 


Climbing a tower the size of Canary Wharf, 
the C02 travelling up at 120°C, the carcino¬ 
genic dust growing thicker, the “fireworks of 
adrenalin” and the “best meal ever” of pasta 
and salad eaten at the top. 

Emily Hall, who works for Greenpeace in 
logistics, goes over the side along with Kevin 
Drake to paint ‘Gordon Bin It’ down the side of 
the chimney. 

Mr Drake jokes that his main worry was 
making a spelling mistake as he is “a bit 
dyslexic”. 

“I hope it comes across that we are all nor¬ 
mal people,” Mr Stewart said. “Because cli¬ 
mate change is going to affect us all and it is 
down to normal people to try to stop it.” 

Tim Hewke, from Harrietsham, co-ordinated 
the action from the ground. The publicity-shy 
Greenpeace researcher told how he had to be 
bullied into being interviewed for the film, as 
well as for KOS Media. 

He said: “It isn’t our film, so it’s not full of 
Greenpeace - it’s about the people behind it. 

“It shows what we are like. Before I joined 
Greenpeace I thought they were all long¬ 
haired hippy types. This shows that we are 
actually ordinary people.”

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Family's tribute 
to pioneer of 
race relations 


A PIONEER of racial equality 
who fought to improve communi¬ 
ty relations for the people of 
Medway has died. 

Syed Ikram Ali helped found the Medway 
Racial Equality Council and initially ran the 
group from the boot of his car. 

He was also a magistrate, a lawyer, a 
teacher, an Islamic scholar and co-chair of 
the Kent Police Muslim Safety Forum. 

He died on Monday, June 1, aged 71, after 
a long battle with non-Hodgkins lymphoma. 

Azhar Mahmood, of the racial equality 
council, said: “Ikram was one of the co¬ 
founders of the council, which was set up in 
the 1970s primarily to deal with the number 
of Asians being expelled from Uganda. 

“Since then the group has changed, but 
Ikram has always been involved directly or 
indirectly. 

“He has been absolutely critical in fostering 
race relations in Medway, to a certain extent 
he even led them. 

“For a while he worked from the boot of his 
car as there was no funding and the group 
didn’t have a proper office. 

“He was determined to see the group come 
to fruition and, as a very spiritual man, he 
worked with churches, religious groups, MPs, 
the council and the police. 

‘We will all miss him tremendously.” 

Mr Ali came to Britain from India in April 
1965 as there was a shortage of teachers. He 
undertook his teacher training in this coun¬ 
try, but returned to India to marry Abida in 
1973, an arranged union that proved a bril¬ 
liant match. 

The couple, both of whom were teachers, 
returned to make their home in Medway and 
Mr Ali worked at Hoo Middle School, close to 
their home in Hoo St Werburgh. 

They had three children, Shaizir, 35, 
Remona, 31, and Nathasha, 23. 

Mr Ali was also very well known for his 
work as a magistrate, which he began in July 
1977 and continued up until just a few 
months back. 

He was also involved with the British 
Asian Society of England and the Kent 
Muslim Welfare Association. 

“He championed the promotion of harmo¬ 
nious relations and co-existence between dif¬ 
ferent religious, racial and cultural commu¬ 
nities in the United Kingdom,” said his 
daughter Remona. 

“He was an incredibly loving and affection¬ 
ate father, who always gave far more than he 
received. He was a dynamic individual whose

energy and passion to change things for the 
better rendered him an inspiration to people 
well beyond his own family. As such, he 
touched more lives than he was aware of.” 

Mr Ali had suffered with cancer for many 
years and had undergone four bouts of 
chemotherapy. He died just a few weeks after 
his youngest daughter Nathasha got mar¬ 
ried, and although he was too ill to make the 
ceremony he urged the couple not to post¬ 
pone it because of his ill health. 

“It was a very, very emotional time for us, 
as she married while he was in intensive 
care,” Remona added. 

“But it was typical of him. He wanted the 
best for everyone.” 

Mr Ali is buried in the Muslim section at 
Gillingham Cemetery.

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Q What is the best way to make your garden as friendly as 
possible for birds and animals? 

A I always tell people they can do a lot of good 
just by being a bit lazy If you leave some 
patches of grass to grow long or let piles of 
leaves collect, you’ll attract insects, which pro¬ 
vides food for birds and other wildlife. 

If you relish a spot of gardening, trees like 
birch and rowan, or shrubs like pyracantha or 
hawthorn are good. Even some non-native flow¬ 
ers work well - buddleias and sedum attract 
butterflies. Plant one and you’ll be able to meas¬ 
ure its success instantly - sit back and watch as 
the butterflies flock to your handiwork. 

Q What are the most common creatures that can be 
spotted in gardens in Kent? 

A lt can really depend on the garden itself - 
the more ‘wildlife-friendly’ features you’ve 
got, the more species you’re likely to see. Kent 
does pretty well for starlings and house spar¬ 
rows, although numbers are nothing like they 
used to be. Kent has also seen more great tits in 
recent years, and more greenfinches too. 

At this time of year, also look out for hedge¬ 
hogs feeding on worms as dusk falls and for 
butterflies like common blues and large whites.

And what are the most exotic? 


Birds like swifts and house martins might 
not seem exotic but they’ve made incredible 
journeys from Africa to get here. Warblers will 


have done the same. They might not look much, 
but just listen to them sing - their song is one 
of my favourite sounds of summer. 

The willow warbler’s song is particularly 
beautiful, a descending harmony of notes that 
starts softly and ends with a fancy flourish. 

From the other end of the globe, look out for 
redwings and fieldfares from Scandinavia, 
especially if you’ve got bird-feeders. Both look a 
bit like song thrushes, in fact they’re related to 
them, but redwings have rusty-red flanks, and 
fieldfares have orangey-yellow breasts.

Is climate change a factor for local wildlife? 


Q 


How can people spot rarer creatures such as badgers? 


A I’ve been told off for using the analogy of 
canaries down the mine before - mainly 
because it’s a terrible pun - but that’s exactly 
what wildlife is, especially birds, when it comes 
to detecting the impact climate change is hav¬ 
ing on our world. 

Last year, an RSPB (Royal Society for the 
Protection of Birds) and BTO (British Trust for 
Ornithology) study found that chaffinches are 
now laying eggs about a week earlier than they 
did in the mid-1960s, and that blue tits, robins 
and swallows are showing similar patterns. It 
might not seem much, but birds like blue tits 
only have one brood per year, and they actually 
time it to coincide with the emergence of cater¬ 
pillars. The last few years have seen a shortage 
of caterpillars at this crucial time because the 
chicks have arrived too early. 


A Contact Kent Wildlife Trust, who’ll put you 
in touch with some good badger-watching 
sites. If you have badgers using your garden, 
keep an eye out around dusk and into the 
evening, as this is when they’re most likely to 
forage for food. Badgers are very social crea¬ 
tures, so they’ll also use this time to play - a 
marvellous sight if you’re lucky enough to see it. 

If you reckon badgers are in the area, you can 
encourage them by putting food out - they love 
peanuts especially. While it’s not great to feed 
them loads of sugaiy things, they also have a 
remarkably sweet tooth, so putting out the odd 
bit of cake will be much appreciated.

How did you get involved in wildlife conservation? 


A I grew up in the Cotswolds and spent end¬ 
less summers as a child peering under 
rocks, digging about in the dirt, and generally 
driving my mum potty with all the wonders I’d 
found. I remember finding a fossil once and 
sending it off to the Really Wild Show, hoping 
the show’s presenter Chris Packham would 
knock on my door. Now I’m working for the 
RSPB, Chris is our vice-president and I’ve been 
lucky enough to meet him.

Landlord's high hopes for 
Scarecrow of the South

A 100ft statue dubbed the Scare¬ 
crow of the South could soon be 
welcoming visitors to Romney 
Marsh and be seen as far away as 
France. 

Based on legendary fictional smuggler Dr 
Syn, the prospective landmark could be south 
Kent’s answer to Mark Wallinger’s White 
Horse monument to be built at Ebbsfleet - 
which has been called the Angel of the South. 

This would see Kent have two new tourist 
attractions to bring in visitors. 

The statue project is the brainchild of pub 
landlord and author Niko Miaoulis and artist 
Terry Anthony, who together have continued 
to promote the character inspired by Russell 
Thorndike’s novels. 

The idea is still in its early stages, but land 
has already been set aside for the statue at 
Haguelands Farm and informal discussions 
are taking place with Shepway council. 

Mr Anthony, whose paintings of Dr Syn have 
been used in novels and DVD covers, said the 
idea came about when he and Niko were dis¬ 
cussing how best to refurbish the 500-year-old 
Ship Inn. 

He said: “We were talking about creating a 
smuggling theme in the pub and there was a 
suggestion of a statue outside the entrance 
and it just grew from there. 

“Using statues as huge pieces of art seems to 
be in vogue at the moment and it’s just what 
the marsh needs. It’s not a rival to the horse in 
Ebbsfleet - that’s a long way away from here - 
but it would be an incredible draw. 

“It is an unusual idea. I’m pretty sure there 
will be objections, but 90 per cent of the people 
I’ve spoken to think it’s wonderful.”

Landlord Mr Miaoulis, who has relaunched 
the Ship Inn as a shrine to the Dr Syn myth, 
said: “The story is firmly rooted in local 
history. The character itself can be traced back 
to the 1700s and is an amalgam of three differ¬ 
ent people. 

“The idea just snowballed and there’s been a 
huge groundswell of support. 

“The geography of the marsh lends itself 
to it. We can already see pylons and wind tur¬ 
bines, which are not exactly pretty, but this 
would be something meaningful for the 
marsh. 

“It would be a very public monument and 
will probably even be seen from France.” 

Initial estimates suggest the statue could be 
60ft-100 ft high but would not dominate the 
landscape in the same way as the wind tur¬ 


bines or pylons. By comparison, a turbine is 
about 400 ft in height. The statue would be 
made out of black stainless steel to withstand 
all weathers, with the maize maze site at 
Haguelands Farm touted as a possible location. 

Mr Anthony said last year’s DVD release of 
Disney’s 1964 film of the story, which starred 
Patrick McGoohan, had generated even more 
interest in the character’s mythology. 

He said: “If they commission a remake, it 
would be the icing on the cake. I’m not sure 
how they would do it, but the scarecrow could 
be silhouetted and would make for a fabulous 
backdrop.” 

Leading London theatre producer Mark 
Sinden and Chris Hogben, star of TV’s 
Bargain Hunt, have also thrown their support 
behind the project.

Give football's minnow nations 
a little World Cup of their own 


THE England v Andorra qualify¬ 
ing match for next year’s World 
Cup was a nice little run out for 
our top players, who are now all 
away on a beach somewhere. 

And they left in style - 6-0 was a good result 
even if their opponents are really nothing 
more that an average non-league team. 

They would probably turn Ashford or 
Folkestone over - but I think Dover might be 
a bit too much for them. 

And as the argument goes - you can only 
beat the opposition you are set up against. 

But the question remains, should nations 
such as England even be playing against the 
likes of Andorra? 

The same night as England triumphed the 
Faroe Islands were in action and got away 
with a 2-0 home defeat to Serbia. 

Malta played as well and lost 4-0 to Sweden. 

Not in action were such giants of the 
European game as San Marino - actually 
ranked at 191 in the world just below Bhutan 


and Macau - various offshoots of the old Asian 
part of the USSR and even places such as 
Luxembourg, who have always played in 
European qualification to no avail whatsoever. 

But I don’t feel smaller nations should be 
deprived of the chance to play in the World Cup. 

Cricket and rugby have offered the ideal 
solution. Have a preliminary tournament with 
these countries in a group on their own. 

San Marino v Malta might be competitive. At 
least the players from both sides would improve 
in proper games, not one-sided massacres. 

They would learn to play together and attack 
- not just pack their own penalty area and try 
to foul anyone who makes a run at them. 

And if enough of these groups - such as 
another one for the Eastern Europeans - could 
be set up the winners of each could play off. 

Then the winners of a sort of minnows world 
cup could have a shot at qualification for the 
tournament itself by playing the third placed 
team in Oceania, or the fourth best side in 
Asia, or the runners-up from North America. 

That way they would actually have a realis¬ 


tic chance of playing in the finals themselves. 

Fans of mid-ranking clubs may find this 
unfair but at least the likes of Belarus, 
Norway and Latvia can compete against Italy, 
Holland and Germany. 

This appears so sensible, I wonder why it 
isn’t done. 

Oh yes, I realise now. 

Money. 

Every match played is a chance to get a 
crowd in sell replica shirts, burgers and hot- 
dogs and have the TV rights haggled over. 

Also there is the vote - every country has 
one so I don’t suppose the Maltese FA are miss 
out on the odd money-spinner against France. 

But a look at the wider picture might see 
their football progress to a point where it is 
worthwhile them playing the game and not 
just losing 5-0 every time they take the field.

How long have you been with Kent Crimestoppers? 

I joined in 2004, became vice-chairman in 2005 and was 
elected chairman in 2006. 

What are your main aims and objectives? 

Our vision is "The Crimestoppers number in every house 
in Kent". The wider national objectives are: "Through the 
provision of a freephone number, 0800 555 111, to help 
identify, prevent, solve and reduce crime by enabling any¬ 
one with details of criminal activity to pass them on 
anonymously, without fear of exposure or retribution". Or, 
in the words of our slogan: "Tell us what you know, not 
who you are".

Our operators are trained to exclude all identification 
details from all reports passed to the police.

The numbers of calls we receive are huge. Nationally, in 
the year April 2006 to March 2007, we received 80,660 
actionable calls. These are calls that lead to such action as 
arrest, caution, court appearance and sentencing. 

Do you get positive feedback? 

Yes. We regularly man a stall at community safety events 
across the county and receive praise for the service. 

People feel it gives them a channel to pass the informa¬ 
tion they have, without putting themselves in harms way.

We need to work 
towards less traffic 

I write after reading Where will new 
Thames crossing be? 

Spending between £1 billion and 
£10.5 billion on a new Thames 
Crossing is going to add to air pollu¬ 
tion throughout north Kent, by 
encouraging more traffic. 

Since at least 24,000 people in the 
UK die prematurely because of pol¬ 
lution generated by traffic each year, 
any new major traffic generating 
development is unwelcome. 

There is also the secondary issue 
of heavy goods vehicles passing 
through Kent increasing at a rate of 
about seven to eight per cent each 
year. Why would Medway or any 
council want to make matters worse 
by accommodating more lorries? 


There are alternative uses for the 
billions of pounds assigned to such a 
proposal. Making maximum use of 
existing rail capacity would give the 
public more public transport 
options. Creating better integrated 
bus networks with better coverage 
should be considered. 

And, above all, we must ensure 
long-distance freight is moved by 
rail and shipping rather than on 
Kent’s congested and polluted roads.

THE mention of Bohemia might 
have plenty of people in the UK - 
including even some seasoned trav¬ 
ellers - scratching their heads and 
reaching for the map of Europe. 

But after a visit to historic Prague, the capi¬ 
tal of the Czech Republic, I found it a great 
place to escape the hustle and bustle - all 
within a 90-minute drive from the city and its 
airport. 

From the converted 300-year-old farmhouse 
where we stayed in the village of Ujzed on the

edge of the Sumava National Park, we could 
walk all day through woods, hills and fields, 
seeing hardly another soul. 

For real outdoor enthusiasts, it’s possible to 
mountain-bike for more than 30 miles on 
undisturbed trails as far as the German border. 

Two hours after leaving our farmhouse 
retreat, a walk brought us to the former silver¬ 
mining village of Hory Matla Boz - it means 
Mountains of the Mother of God - where our

host, guide and interpreter Richard Eccles took 
us into the local inn, the sort of place where 
time seems to have stood still. 

I enjoyed a simple rustic meal of the delicious 
local soup kulajda, made of milk, cream, eggs, 
potato, cumin and dill, that arrived in a huge 
bowl and cost about 50 pence a head. It was 
washed down with a pint of beer costing 
about 65 pence. 

The area’s rich history is celebrated with 
joy in the fairytale town of Cesky Krumlov, 
about a 90-minute drive from the Ujzed 
farmhouse. 

Painstakingly-renovated houses and cot¬ 
tages line the winding cobbled streets, 
squares and courtyards of what is hailed as 
one of the best-preserved Renaissance 
towns in Europe, together with one of the 
world’s best two 17-century baroque the¬ 
atres. 

We ate in the welcoming cavem-like base¬ 
ment of the Satlav restaurant, where a 
huge barbecue grill warms the air. 

Traditional garlic soup comes with a loaf 
of bread serving as its bowl (£1.50), while 
the main course of pecene koleno - roasted 
pork knee, with mustard, horseradish, 
bread and potato pancakes (£6.50) - could 
just about feed a family of four. 

Beer fans will love Bohemia. The famous 
Pilsner Urquell brewery in Pilzen, produc¬ 
ing beer for more than 170 years, offers 
informative guided tours and has an excel¬ 
lent museum nearby with its own pub 
attached. 

We were taken to the Modra Hvezda 
Hotel in the picturesque town of Dobrany, 
where master brewer Petr Petrulasek, 42, 
single-handedly and lovingly produces 
40,000 litres of ale a year, all of it drunk in 
the hotel and restaurant’s own bars. 

At 11am the wood-panelled bar and din¬ 
ing rooms, dominated by the copper brew¬ 
ing vats, were almost full with workers 
taking their traditional early lunch. 

Petr produces his list of beers, ranging 
from a modest 3.8 per cent strength to an 
alarming 9 per cent special Christmas ale, 
and suggests we taste them all in turn. We 
opt for a more modest programme, bearing 
in mind the time of day. 

He saw us on our way with a glass of his 
speciality pivni palenka - a spirit distilled 
from one of his beers with a strength of 50 
per cent. Fortunately, we had a driver.

Extra savings, even on 
good value policies 

ANYONE interested in being paid up to 
£100 simply for taking out home insur¬ 
ance? Or possibly even more than the 
cost of some premiums? 

Many home insurance offers fail to live 
up to their promise but buying through 
a cashback website such as Topcashback 
can give genuine extra savings, even on 
policies that you have already confirmed 
as offering good value. 

Experts analysing the market have 
pointed to the company as offering value 
for money on such deals. 

For some policyholders, such commis¬ 
sion rebates have worked out more than 
the cost of their annual premiums - with 
£67 the record overall profit, according 
to moneysavingexpert.com. 

Household-name insurers that 
Topcashback offers rebates for include 
Aviva and Lloyds TSB, where up to £75 
is on offer. However, cashbacks are not 
available on all insurers and there is no 
guarantee that these incentives will 
actually pay out. 

We don't want to buy, 
we just want to snoop 

A SURVEY by PropertyLive.co.uk has 
revealed that 20 per cent of people view 
houses just to snoop around other peo¬ 
ple’s homes. 

The survey found that one in five said 
they had viewed a property they could 
not afford and were not even looking to 
buy a home. According to the research, 
seven per cent said they liked to view 
houses to get ideas for their own homes. 

Meanwhile, a previous survey con¬ 
ducted by PropertyLive.co.uk discovered 
that 12 per cent of people looked on 
property websites to find out how much 
their neighbours’ homes were worth. 

Peter Bolton King, chief executive of 
the National Federation of Property 
Professionals, said: “It’s no secret that 
Britons are obsessed with looking at 
property, but what this research sug¬ 
gests is that for some people it has 
become a full-time hobby.” 

Interest rates are held 

THE Bank of England has announced it 
is holding interest rates at 0.5 per cent 
for the third consecutive month. 

The level of interest was announced 
alongside a continued focus on quantita¬ 
tive easing. 

Housing market specialists were left 
unsurprised by the news, which had 
been predicted for some time. However, 
they added it was a good move.

Rent market for houses 
shows encouraging signs 
but flats lagging behind 


HOUSES and flats have gone in 
different ways in the rental mar¬ 
ket, with houses beginning to show 
the first signs of recovery. 

FindaProperty.com’s rental index for May 
discovered the average asking rent remained 
unchanged, despite being 5.5 per cent lower 
than last year, with signs the rental market for 
houses and flats was beginning to divide. 

A fall in house supply in the rental market 
was seen for the third consecutive month, as 
well as a modest rise in rents, while flats con¬ 
tinued to suffer from rising supply and falling 
rents. 

Properties were on the rental market for 16 
days longer than in May last year, with 
FindaProperty saying “there are early signs of 
recovery with monthly rental growth in the 
South East”. Rental yield fell slightly to 4.56 
per cent, with average yields now standing at

4.31 per cent for houses and 5.25 per cent for 
flats. 

Andrew Smith, head of the research, said: “A 
slowing in the increase of supply and signs 
that asking rents are beginning to stabilise 
indicate that we may be close to the bottom of 
the rental market. 

Full swing 

“However, the house and flat markets con¬ 
tinue to polarise, with houses starting to show 
a sustained recovery thanks to falling supply 
levels and rising prices, while the flat market 
seems to be lagging behind with increasing 
supply levels and asking rents that continue 
to fall.” 

In the capital, asking rents were experienc¬ 
ing a rise of 0.4 per cent for May, now standing 


at £1,630 pcm, compared with the average UK 
asking rent of £819. 

The largest month-on-month increase in 
rents was experienced in Scotland, where a 
rise of 0.9 per cent took the average asking 
rent to £693 per month. 

The West Midlands also experienced a 0.3 
per cent month-on-month increase in rental 
prices, which FindaProperty.com said was 
driven partially by a 1.9 per cent increase in 
rents for properties in Birmingham. 

Mr Smith said: “In line with the overall pic¬ 
ture of the UK rental market, there are some 
early signs of regional revival, with London 
and the South East leading the way in 
England, and Scotland also experiencing 
rental growth. However, there is still a long 
way to go until the recovery is in full swing. 

“All of the regions continue to show year-on- 
year rental declines and a number of regional 
cities are still registering double-digit falls in 
price.

SLK's class shows in the 
race to be best crop top 


IN one way the Mercedes-Benz 
SLK has been the top crop top 
since the original arrived in 1996, 
with an electric folding hardtop. 

Only recently have some two-seat roadster 
rivals matched this secure and all-year weath¬ 
er protection, but the Merc struggled for cred¬ 
ibility due to the first generation car’s limp 
driving experience. 

Fortunately, this image has been turned 
around by its 2004 replacement; while carry¬ 
ing over that clever roof - which makes the car 
look great when up or down - the SLK Mark 
II is sharper-suited with a front end inspired 
by the McLaren Mercedes SLR supercar. 

The interior is well arranged, though start¬ 
ing to look cheaper as newer rivals emerge; the 
more affordable 200 Kompressor (£29,445) 
entry model wears it better than the £36,580 
3.5-litre version tested here - especially when 
extras take the final bill to fifty-plus grand. 

But you forgive lots when you walk out to 
the SLK; it looks good and is easy to get into 
when you have waited a long time to realise a 
two-seat dream.

Once in motion, it feels solid even with roof 
down and the wind deflector - £210 extra, I’m 
afraid - and side windows allow easy conver¬ 
sation even at the legal motorway limit. 

For the SLK is that rare sports car truly 
suited to a long distance business meeting or 
weekend away; the folded roof steals boot 
space, but there is room for two decent-size 
soft bags - capacity drops from 300 to 208 
litres when the roof is retracted - and plenty 
of stowage inside the cabin. 

The £200 ‘Direct Steering’ pack on our car 
made the wheel a bit too light, but the SLK’s 
rear-driven chassis is beautifully-weighted 
and the optional sports chassis (£185) is set up 
to hug even tighter to comers, yet ride quality 
is excellent for this category. 

Past experience shows the test car’s 229bhp 
3,498cc V6 is probably the best power option, 
though the 200 Kompressor and awesome 5.5- 
litre V8 AMG mount strong arguments. 

However, the smooth V6 feels blunted some¬ 
what by the £1,575 seven-speed auto trans¬ 
mission. It changes smoothly, can be driven 
in manual mode and does not dent the car’s 
performance, but I wonder if it might be liber¬ 
ated more by a self-shifter?

He was in 
contact with manager Mark Stimson during 
the club’s play-off run and watched the semi¬ 
final second leg victory against Rochdale at 
Priestfield last month. 

The livewire forward would fill a hole in the 
squad, but a move looks unlikely. Dickson was 
unhappy at a lack of football last season before 
featuring regularly in the Addicks’ run-in. 
Relegation and the club’s financial restraints 
mean he is likely to play an even bigger role 
next season. With a year left on his contract, 
Charlton are not going to let him leave on the 
cheap, especially to another side in League One.

Parrish fears loss 
of netminder but 
adds new signing

rational netminder Joe White next season 
due to work commitments. 

The 20-year-old was a crucial part of the 
side that won two trophies last season after 
signing midway through the campaign 
from Basingstoke Bison. He was a key part 
of Kevin Parrish’s plans for the new season, 
but with White poised for a career in the 
police force, the Mos head coach admitted to 
Yourmedway he was unsure what would 
happen. 

“Whether Joe has to work weekends has 
yet to be decided,” he said. “Understandably 
he wants to get his career off the ground 
and at the moment it doesn’t look like he 
will come back. 

‘We’re talking to see if something can be 
done because it would be a massive blow for 
us to lose him, he was different class last 
season.” 

While he has concerns about his netmin¬ 
der for next season, Parrish is making 
progress and signed Canadian forward 
Peter Vaisanen last week. 

The 24-year-old is the Mos’ first signing of 
the close season and joins after several sea¬ 
sons in NCAA college ice hockey in the 
United States with Neuman Knights and 
Potsdam Bears. Coming across to Europe to 
further his studies, he joins on a one-year 
deal. 

Parrish said: “He’s played at a decent 
level and will give us something a bit differ¬ 
ent. Coming from an NCAA background 
he’ll have a great engine and a never say 
die attitude, which is what we need to have 
in the team. 

“It’s a study year for him and if he proves 
himself he might be able to pick up an EPL 
[English Premier League] contract.” 

The club are also in talks with a Swedish 
forward to come in as their second import 
player, but the move has not been finalised.
